In the proceedings of the Police Board 
read out to the platoon at 11 o’clock this 
moroing was tbe followinz: 

“That the Chiefof Police be instructed to 
strictly enforce the order, without fear or fa- 
vor, with regard to carrying concealed 
weanons,’’ 

The necessity for such acrusade 4s is fore- 


shadowed in the above is greater than a good © 


many orderiy and weii-disposed people sup- 
pose. The police say that the carrying of 
pistols is very seneral among the 
rough elements of the community. 
and the records of the police courts show 
that the law hasforalongtime been better 


honored in the breach than in the observance. 
The trailic in pistols attendant upon the 
labor strikes a few years ago was 
enormous, and thousands of men of all 
classes since those lawless times have been 
in the habit of going armed at night. This was 
encouraged by the lax manner in which the 
law was treated during Mayor Overstoiz’s ad- 
wninistrauion. Contradictory as it may 
seem, the Mayor 18 authorized’ to 
sanction the violationof certain ordinances 
hy specified persons. To illustrate, he excr- 
vlses the discretion of giving some poor per- 
son a permit to peddle without license for a 
number of days. Inthe same way a permit 
authorizing the carrying 
for a period of weeks. 
every where the ordinance 
is thus temporarily suspended there is sup- 
posedtobe a good reason. For two or 
three years the issue of permits at the 
Mayor’s ottice was entrusted to 
attaches, such was the demand for 
themn, and hundreds went out with the 
Mayor’s signature by proxy. To ask wasto 
get the desired document. The police,finding 
bow general Was this authorized violation of 
law, ceased to give particular attention 
to its enforcement, and so. from 
various causes and in many ways the cary- 
ing of pistols was encouraged. Mayor Ewing 
made an immediate departure from tbis 
jax custom. He puthis vetoat the start on 
the indiscriminate issue of permits 
for pistols. Not only this, but he put down 
the carrying of concealed Weapons as one of 
ihe offences for which a par- 
don would not be granted. Now every 
applicant for a permit is required to set fort 
in writing the reasons why he thinks he 
ought to have aweapon about him, andjihe 
ebaracter of the applicant must be certifled to 
by two respectable indorsers. As may 
be supposed, the issue of _ these 
papers has been reduced to the miniinum, 
andthe police, in making arrests, are net «o 
likely to be confronted with the printed 
authority from the City Hall.

Latest News From the White House— 
The Ofticial Bulletins—

WASHINGTON, August 17. 
is resting more easily to-day, but 
the improvement is too slight 
to be of anv consecucnee. Ja 
the official bulletins of yesterday it was ff- 
directly implied that the President had re- 
ceived no nourishment during the day exeept 
by enema, but I am informed by a prominent 
medical eentientiin of this “ity 
who learned it directly from Dr. Reyburn 
that at 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
President was given Jime water and milk, 
which remained upon his stomach until 1:5) 
o'clock, when it was voided in 
precisely the same condition a- when swal- 
lowed. This clearly demonstrates that the 
digestive organs of the President are dor- 
mant and pave lost their power of 
assimilation for the time beiny. This is tbe 
most alarming symptom of the President’s 
condition, and, unless speedily remedied or 

changed, leaves very little room for hope.

LETAILS OF GUITFAU’S AITTEMP?. 

The news of the President’s critical con- 
dition gave rise to «a number of 
rumors at the jail yesterday, increased 
by the fact that early last eveninz the 
guard was doubled and military drill was 
held in the rotunda, tbe noise of which 
aroused Guiteau to a state of feverish excite- 
ment. He paced bis cell and inquired 
anxiously for news from the 
President. The rumor reached 
the jat] late inthe evening that the Presi- 
dent was dying, and it was supposed that 
Guiteau heard it. He was observed to climb 
up to a window io his cell,and in other ways 
show great exitement. Mr. W.C. McGill, 
who has charge of the iail on alternate 
nights, visited the cell severa! times, and, 
coming tothe conclusion that Guiteau had 
heard from some ofthe prisoners alarming 
rumors, he watched him with unusual care. 
Several times Mr. MeGill observed Guiteau 
clinging to the iron bars of his window, and 
the idea that the prisoner mightbe attempt- 
ing to hang himself prompted the guard to 
visit his cell. At about half past 4 this morn- 
ing Mr.McGill, upon opening the cell, found 
that Guiteau was concealing something in his 
hand, and determined that it was a 
knife. He said, ‘What are you 
doing with that knife?” Guiteaun looked up 
excitedly and eried: “So help me God, I have 
no knife!”? Mr. McGill insisted that he had, 
and stepped toward the prisoner, when Gui- 
teau sprang up and rushed at him furiously 
and made a severe cut 3t his throat. McGill 
drew back, and the knife passed throuch his 
coat collar, cutting off the upper button and 
making a clean cut on tw the (left 
shoulder. The guard drew his 
revolver without cocking it, but, inding him- 
self unable todisarm his, assailant he finally 
cocked the revolver, when Guiteau dropped 
his knife and grasped the more formida'ic 
weapon, crying for help and calling that he 
was being shot. The pistol was accidentally 
discharged, and severa!) guards rushed to hte 
cell,when Guiteau was disarmed. ‘The assas- 
sin stated tothe guards that he was acting 
in self-defense and that MeGill 
had attempted to shoot him. The «question 
as to how Guiteau obtained the knifeis cen- 
erally explained by the fact that Babe bed- 
ford once occupied the cell, and that sey- 
eral similar instruments had been concealed 
by that criminal. The knife i+ what is 
generally known by prisoners as 4 
“cheeser,’’ and is a criminal sub- 
stitute for a jack-knife, carving knife, 
razorand dagger. Itis made out of a piece 
of steel found in che sole of a boat, which 
ean be sharpened on <2 stone or 
on 3a wWindow-ssill until 1 becomes ex- 
ceedinaly keen. The biade is generally 
about two orthree inches long and half an 
inch broad and an inch or more in depth, un- 
sharpened and wrapped in rags 
or paper for a handie. These 
instruments are used by the prisoners 
for various purposes. They are confiscated 


é 


by the jailors whenever found. It is also con- 
tidered possible that some other prisoner tad 
in some wry left the Knife 
where Guiteau could get it. 
The assassin considers his eseape very for- 
tunate, and when the :ruards said ip his pres- 
ence that he had thought the 
pisto) shot had settled the 
dog, hereplhied: ‘*My dearsir, that is to» 
important asubject for joking. A life is 
valuable,” The startling episode 
created intense - excitement at the 
jail. Mr. McGill, the guard. 
told the Critic reporter this morning that he 
supposed Guiteau thouvht the President was 
dead snd took this means of proving 
his insanity most conclusively. The 
guard who was attacked is a heavy built man 
of kind, pleasant manners, and against whom 
personally Guiteau could have had no bitter 
feeling, The success of the plan 
to kill the guard would not 
have given Guiteau any chance to escape, 
and 80 that motive could not have prompted 
the deed. The guards at the 
jail are reticent and refuse positively 
to say anvthing on _ the subject 
of Guiteau’s attack on the jailor. As soon as 
the facts were made knowna reporter made 
his way to jailand saw Assistant Warden 


| Russ andthe ssmy officers who were doing 


duty there. They all refused to talk, and 
said they had been instructed not to comuni- 
cate anything to the public about the assassin. 
The theory is advanced by some 
thatethe knife was given to him by a pris- 
oper. A thorough investigation will be or- 
dered by Gen, Crocker atonce and all the 
facts brought out. The guard of soldiers 
at the jail has been doubled 
and now consists of twenty men and three 
con. missioned officers, A most vigilant 
watch is kept over the prison.

Walting and Watching. 

WASHING TON, August 17..-The feciing of 
anxiety and expectancy in this city the past 
night was intense. In the streets in the 
neizhhborbood of the Executive Mansion, in 
the hotels, and even in private residen:es, 
were groups of peopie who remained up all 
night and eagerly inquired after the latest 
intelligence from the sick-chambcr. Everv- 
where was the same _ feeling of pro- 
found interest manifested, and the darkene:! 
windows of the White House were watched 
all night by patient crowds. Private Secre- 
tary Brown reports that all the White House 
are encouraged this morning. Nothing has 
occurred during the night of an unfavorable 
nature. Bbnemata have been given twice and 
have been retained. The President said a few 
minutes after that he felt pretty well. Mes- 
sages to this effect were sent the Cabinet offi- 
cers. Since Sunday last the appearance ofthe 
President has greatly changed. His face has 
become haggard and blanched to whiteness, 
His person has also fallen away perceptibly, 
and his debility is now so great that he 
scarcely moves and it is necessary to turn 
bim over in bed when it becomes painful for 
bim to continue in one position. ‘fhe report 
that bed sores have xppeared are not true. 
The theory that the present gastric trouble 
comes from p) “mia is rejected by all the at- 
tending surgeons. They do not sce any 
signs of it. It would show itselfin color and 
would make itself known by its odor; nor do 
they believe that the condition of the stom- 
ach would now be different if ethcr had been 
omitted in the last operation. 

No Signs of Encouragement. 

New YORK, August 17.—-The up town 
hotels were filed with people to-day anx- 
ious to learn the latest news ofthe Presi- 
dent’s eondition, and when the slight im- 
provement was announced, expressions of 
thankfulness were heard on all sides. Vice- 
President Artbur remained in his house and 
received but few eallers. He said he had re- 
eelved no dispatches or call from Washington 
and had not altered his plans 
in relation to leaving forthe capital. 

A Wasbington special says the morning 
examination of the wound was conducted to- 
day by Dr. Agnew. It is reported to ba in 
goou condition. The tlow and quality of the 
pus was satisfactory, considering all the cir- 
cumstances, and the patient said the manipu- 
lation saused him very little uneasiness. Spe- 
cial eare Wastaken to ascertain if any signs 
of blood poisoning existed. None were found. 
Secretarics Windom, Kirkwood and Linc ln 
arrived at the White House at § o’clock § this 
morning. They were visibly sad and de- 
pressed, scarcely exchanging a word until 
they bad passed intothe Cabinet-room. Af- 
ter hearing the morning bulletin read, and 
talking with the surgeons, they left, showin 
no signs of encouragement. 

Secretary Kirkwood said: “The best we can 
say is that there ia still hope. The President 
ia certainly no worse.” An enormous num- 
ber of dispatches were read and answered by 
the President’s secretaries this morning. 
They came from every section of the country. 
One from New York described the sender as 
a strong, healtby man, and offered to furnish 
his blood to save the President by transfu-

The 
naus2a from which he has been suffering was 
evidentiy produced by the ether administerod 
atthelast operation: The stomach seems 
now to have recovered from the excessive 
weakness, and the doctors confidently expeet 
the President tobeabie by evening totake 
nourishment into the stomach. The fecling 
here about the President is now hopeful. {n 
an interview this morning Dr. Bliss was ask- 
ed ifthere was anything in the Vresident’s 
condition indicating py#mia or blood poison- 
ing as the cause of the President’s unfavor 
able symptoms, He an-wered emphatiexfly 
in the negative, and said that there was no 
connection whatever between the wound 
and the present troubles: that the un- 
favorable symptoms were due entirely to 
the condition of the patient’s stomach, and 
himself and the other attendant surgcons 
were confident that the treatment adopted 
would soon remedy this. In speaking of the 
President’s appearance be said that when 
be was shot he weished 219 pounds, 
but his confinement basreduced this nearly 
«0 pounds. There was of course some pallor, 
but as he wore afull beard this was not so 
perceptible as it would ovherwise be. Secre- 
tary Blaine has been telographed that the 
President is better. 

The Bulletins Tell the Story. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 17.—Previ- 
ous tothe midday dressing Dr. Agnew was 
asked the condition of the President, to which 
he replied: “He is better to-day.” .When 
questioned further the Doctor said: “There 
1s nothing further to say thanis contained in 
the bulletin.”?

The Enemata. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASIIINGTON, Au- 
gust 17.—ln conversation this morning on the 
President’s condition Dr. Boynton said the 
prospects were considerably brighter and 
that the patientis resting comfortably. In 
reply to inquiry the Doctor explained that the 
enemata which were being administered con- 
sisted principaliy of diluted extract of beef. 
a yolk of egg and whisky, the whole being 
dissoived and sligbtiy heated Jor. Bliss in 
conversation on the same subject stated that 
asmaljl] portion of muriatic acid was alsoa 
part ofthe enema. The iatter centleman ex- 
pressed the opinion that the l’resident’s stom- 
ach was gradually becoming stronver. The 
Doctor still remains hopeful and says there is 
no reason for zivigg the President’s case up 
yet. 

Dr. Boynton, in response to 2 question re- 
garding the President’s taking nourishment 
in a regular manner, said it was possible that 
a very smal! quantity of diluted becf extract, 
probably a teaspoonful, would be given him 
about noon. Jt would depend, however. 
upon the paiient’s condition at that hour. 
He has not been troubled with nausea since 
yesterday afternoon, at which time he threw 
off about a gil] of licuid matter containing a 
quantity of bile. Dr. Boynton says Mrs, 
Garfield feels rather more encouraged to-day 
than yesterday.

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Troubles of the Rugby Colonists. 
Cincinnati Special to Chicago Times. 

A prominent physician returned yesterday 
from Rugby, Tetnn., the celebrated English 
colony of which so much has been said and 
written. He reports that typhoid fever in 
epidemic form has seized upon the settlers. 
When the disease first- made itself manifest, 
Ir. Kemp, physician for the colonists, ad- 
vised with the board of council, and the re- 
sult Was a telegraphic summons on Drs. 
Whittaker and Underbill,who went at once to 
the little town. On reaching the place the 
first round of visits determined conclusively 
that all were suffering from a comimon mala- 
dy. Two of the patients were already coma- 
tose and in articulo mortis. They died that 
night, andan opportunity was afforded to 
confirm the suspicions. Post mortems were 
held, revealing blood poisoning, with symp- 
toms inting strongly to typhoid. It was 
learned that after the first weck’s sick- 
ness sha pains developed in the back 
of the head and neck, together with a general 
increase of fever. The physicians at once 
extemporized a hospifal and had the paticnts, 
threc from the hote! fand three from an ad-

During the night 
ofthis evacuation the Federal feet shelled 
the place so hot and heavy for awhile that it 
wae a miracle that any vessel lived through 
it. The next dav the Quitman landed one 
thousand soldicrs at Memphis, after which 
she started down the riverto hunta place of 
safety. Capt. Cannon,hearing that a raft had 
had been placedinthe Yazoo, continued on 
down, intending to so up Ned River, but un- 
fortunately ran hard aground on the point 
above Natchez, and after several days of hard 

work cot her atloat acain. He then broucht 
hs Vieksburg down from Vieks- 
burg for the purpose of tow- 
ing her te 2 wplacc of safety. The 
day he arriveda Federal gun-boat came up. 
the river and opened tire on the two boats, 
and for avwhite the shot and shel! felP so fast 
about them that, in the words of Capt. Can- 
non, it seemed asif hell with all its artillery 
hal broke joose: but nothing daunted,and de- 
termined not to give up his boats, he stood to 
bis post, sud, crowding on steam, finally dis- 
tanced his pursurers und escaped into Black 
tiver. Shortly after the cun-boats withdrew 
from Natchez and dropped down below the 
mouth of Red River, and Capt. Cannon again 
made the effort to reach Red River, which he 
did in safety, and thereby saved his Qisitman 
through the balance of the war. She has since 
gone the way ofall steamboats, but the vet- 
eran Captain still lives and enjoys telling of 
some ofthe perilous times be passed throuch 
during the war. It proveda fortunate thing 
for Capt. Cannon thatthe Yazoo was block- 
adead, for had he taken the (uitman there she 
would have shared the fate of the other forty- 
five steamers taken thore fur safety, and 
whose destruction swept away the fortune 
of more than one man.”

- The consolidation of the two great barge | 
lines on the lower river, the M. V. T. 
Co. andthe St. L.and N. OQ. Co., and the 
supremacy of Mr. Jay Gould in the resulting 
corporation, first announced in the Post- 
DISPATCH of August 15, has been to-day of- 
ficially confirmed. A PostT-DISsPATCH re- 
porter this morning met Capt. Lourey, the 
Presijent of the Gould Line, who has just 
retuigned from New York, where he has been 
nerteeting the details of the 

P ennisdlidation, and asked what he had to sa 

“shout the deal. ‘*Very little,” he replied. 

‘otE.want to see Mr. Haarstick before saying 
anvtbing for publication in this connection. 

“But the consolidation has been per- 
fected?”’ 

“Oh, yes—there is no use, trying to keep it 
quiet longer. All papers seem to be full of ; 
it. The details were arranged in New York.”

‘‘Capt. Lourey says that consolidation was 
perfected,” began the reporter. 

‘*Does he? ell, I’m glad to hear it.” ; 

“Well, now you can teil me something deti- 
nite about the new corporation?’’ 

“No. I will only say this, thatif the com- 
bination is effected it will be a good 
thing for St. Louis. I would not 
otherwise have anything to do with 
it. That is all I can _ tell you. 
I never state surmises. I only dealin facts, 
and consequently I can tell you nothing more 
on the subject. The consolidation, as far as 
I know, has not been perfected. Ofcourse 
we have been negotiating and the negotia- 
tions are about terminated. But I, at any 
rate, do not know anything further than 
that.” 

“Well,’? said another gentleman to the re- 
porter ufter he had left Mr. Haarstick, 
**did you et anything further 
about the consolidation from him??’ 

‘No. But I did from Lourey—he says 
it is perfected.” 

“Of course it is perfected. Why, that has 
been an open seoret for a week past. You 
will find that the information given you Mon- 
day is almost exact, with this change: The 
Mississippi Valley Phys apres Company 
has a ages of $1,000,000, of which, however, 
only $800.000 is paid up They will go on 
that basis, not on a million.” 

The oflicial announcement that the consoli- 
dation of the Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion Company and the St. Louis and New Or- 
leans ‘Transportation Company was 
perfected excited but little com- 
ment among tbe members of the 
Exchange, besause the news was old before 
the announcement was made official. The 
opinion expressed on ’Change wus that the 
company would control the whole carrying 
trade of the lower river, and it was 
even broadly stated that this move puts the 
whole commerce of the stream frem St.{ Paul 
south to the Gulf in Gould’s 
hands. Rumors, too, abound that 
the Anchor Line are being squeezed to a 
sale. The pressure brought on the owners is 
said to be enormous, and their yielding to the 
inevitable is looked upon as simply a matter 
oftime. Capt. Lourey did not appear on 
*’Change again to-day, but was closeted all af- 
ternoon with well-known Iccal steamboat 
owners. The basis of consolidation between 
the two companies is known to be $800,000 
each, and Mr. Haarstick will be the president 
of the new company.

The new form of application and Medical 
Examiner’s certificate and benefit certificate 
will be the law after the Ist of September, 
1881. It is necessary that the local Medical 
Examiner should be elected at once. I, 
therefore, direct that in every city, town or 
lace} in which there exists one or more 
ranches of our Order, that the Presi- 
dent, Sccretaries and Trustees of such 
branch or “branches shall meet at 
some day to bo named by the chairman of the 
meeting. on or before the 2ist of August, 
i881, and elect one medical examiner for such 
city, town or place; such examiner to serve 
till the last Monday in November, 1881, when 
the same officers will again meet and elect a 
medical examiner to serve for two vears, as 
lnid downin the law. I-recommend that all 
applican's or nominces for office be required 
to agree to give at least one hour of an even- 
ing of two evenings in the week and one hour 
in the day on Sunday at which time he will 
be in his oflice to examine appiicants, and 

that applicants be furnished those hours. 
The president and secretary of the respec- 
tive meetings held will certifv the result to 
the Supreme Secretary, who will notify the 
Supreme Medical Examiner, and after the Ist 
of September, 1881, no person can become a 
member of the order except through a local 
medical examiner so elected and the su- 


preme examiner.
